To Safeguard Nation's Health 


“Health insurance is the next ob- 
jective of forces battling for pro- 
tection of the people,” the Amer- 
ican Association for Social Security 
declared this week . 

Ammunition for the fight has 
just been brought out by the Amer- 
ican foundation, an extremely con- 
servative unization operating 
on funds supplied by Edward 
one-time editor of the reactionary 
“Ladies’ Home Journal.”

and surgeons in all parts of the 
country, the American foundation 
declares two facts stand out like 
lighthouses: 

1. Adequate medical care is not 
available to a large part of the 
population. 

2. Medical care that is available 
js not good enough. | 

“A number of those who lack 
medical care,” the report observes, 
‘Jack also adequate anything. The 


real solution would be a 
wage for everybody employed.” 
The foundation not make 
recommendations, but the implica- 
tion of its finding is clear. It leaves 
no doubt that without compulsory 
health insurance millions of Amer- 
jicans will continue to suffer in 
silence and die before their time. 
“The parties in interest,” the re- 
port says, “are the medical profes- 
sion, the public and the govern- 
ment. All three must search to- 
gether if the answer to the prob- 
lem is to be found. The degree

Senate Condemns Sit-Down Strikes, 
Industrial Spies, Company Unions 


Employers Assailed for Defying Wagner Act—Detective Spy- | 
ing Activities in Trade Unions and Labor 
Disputes Scored

The senate by a vote of 75 to 3 approved a resolution 


offered by Senator Joseph T. Robinson of Arkansas condemn- 


ing sit-down strikes as illegal, denouncing the industrial spy 
system used by anti- union employers in their war against 


organized labor and assailing the promotion of c 
opposition to collective bar-®— 


and 
gaining in defiance of the Wagner | 
labor relations act. 

The action of the senate was 
taken following its refusal to in- 
clude in the Guffey-Vinson bitum- 
inous coal act an amendment limit- 
ing the senate’s disapproval to sit- 
down strikes, which it was held 
could be interpreted as an implied 
approval of the actions of many 
employers in violating the terms 
of the labor relations act. 

The resolution declared: 

“That it is the sense of the con- 


gress that the so-called sit-down 
strike is illegal and contrary to 


sound public policy; and 

“That the so-called industrial spy 
system breeds fear, suspicion, and 
animosity, tends to cause strikes 
and industrial welfare, and is con- 
trary to sound policy; and 

“That it is likewise contrary to 
sound public policy for any em- 
ployer to deny the right of collec- 
tive bargaining, to foster the com- 
pany union, or to engage in any 
other unfair labor practice as de- 
fined in the national labor rela- 
tions act.” 

In a speech supporting the res- 
olution, Senator Robinson said: 

ba not the intention of the 
resolution to denounce lawful 
strikes. 

“The first provision of the reso- 
lution denounces the _ sit-down 
strike as unlawful. 

“The second provision denounces 
the use of spies in labor contro- 
versies and negotiations as calcu- 
lated to cause strikes and indus- 
trial warfare. 

“While strikes are not to be re- 
garded as unlawful except when 
they are in the nature of sit-down 
strikes, nevertheless it is not de- 
sirable that employers themselves 
should encourage strikes or stim-

ulate them by the use of unfair 
methods. 
Employment of Detectives 
Condemned 


“The evidence before a commit- 
tee of the senate shows that on 
occasions employers have hired 
representatives of detective agen- 
cies, induced them to join unions 
of workers and to work their way 
to the head of the workers’ unions, 
all the while reporting to the em- 
ployers the names of those com- 
posing the union and prompting 
the employers with information 
which has resulted in the discharge 
of many thousand workers. 

“If any senator here wishes to 
approve of that method and of 
such agencies, of course, his rem- 
edy now is to vote against the 
resolution; but it would be difficult 
according to my opinion, to con- 
ceive of anything that is more un- 
fair or more certainly calculated 
to cause disturbance among labor- 
ers than to hire thugs, and, for 
that matter, ordinary detectives, 
prompt those thugs and detectives 
to join labor unions, and so worm 
themselves into the confidence of 
the workers as to become officers 
of the unions. 

Spies Become Union Officials 

“In some instances the evidence 
showed that hired detectives of 
the employers have secured all the 
offices of an employes’ union, and, 


| all the while, they have reported 


to the employers the names of 
who composed the union, 
and, while themselves belonging to 
the union, they have incited condi- 
tions among the laborers which 
have inevitably resulted in strikes, 
disturbances, and industrial war- 
fare. 


“Here is a case where laborers, 


{in the exercise of their right, recog- 


nized in accordance with sound 
public policy, formed an organiza- 
tion; then a secret enemy, hired 
for the purpose, joined the union, 
reported back to the employers the 
names of the laborers who were 
members of the union, whereupon

The one black cloud on the busi- 
ness horizon is the failure of the 
construction industry to respond to 
recovery efforts, Senator “Bob” 


Wagner of New York declared in} 


an earnest plea for a_ low-cost 
housing program in a radio speech 
over a national network recently.

turn 1,000,000 idle men to jobs and | 


give the final push to prosperity.
